Others open them to the 
competitive examinations sup- 
plied by the respective acade- 
mies. They name the man with 
the highest grade as principal and 
the next two highest as alter- 
nates. That is what Sen. Graham 
did, 

Well, what happened then? 

There was one young man who 
was well ahead of all other West 
Point compétitors. The third 
highest was this young Negro stu- 
dent whose picture you saw. 


What about him? 


He finished third and so that | 


made him the second alternate. 
This caused the political advisers 
of Sen. Graham to go to him with 
advice. 

What was the advice? 

The advice was to name the 
principal and no alternates at 
all so as not to stir up trouble. 

What did Sen. Graham do?’ 

He said that up North Senators 
named Northern Negroes to West 
Point and he thought that a 
Southern Negro boy who had 
made the grades in the examina- 
tion had as much right as those 
up North. He also said that he 
thought it would be dishonest to 
dodge the issue. 

Did he dodge it? 

No. he did not. He named the 
boy as second alternate, 


What happened next? 

Why, the principal, the boy 
who had the top grade took the 
appointment and went to West 
Point. The two alternates were 
never called. 

So, the Negro boy never even 
got to go” . 

No, he never got to go. 

But, will not the public resent 
the falsehood under the picture? 

Probably not. That concludes 
the first lesson in successful pol- 
itics. Never take a stand that 
may embarrass you.

Fishing, as defined by Noah Webster, is “the act of one 
_who fishes,” which is defined as an “attempt to catch fish.~ 
‘Pure and simple as that. 


Hah! Noah just didn’t Knowah. He lived about a century 
too soon, for between his years of 1758 to 1843 fishing was still 
in the pole and worm stage. Gad, if Noah could see what has 
become of that ex-simple pastime these days, he'd have to re- 
write his unabridged works. 


Fishing these days, 


when a man is supposed to have lost his | 


‘sense of direction and his capacity for relaxing, is a $58,000,000 
business. From 1931 to 1948, the American fisherman's spending | 
' for tackle alone jumped from $6,761,170 to $58,729,000 a year. And | 


that doesn’t include boats, outboard motors, outdoor apparel and 
alimony paid out in divorces won by fishing widows. That, I would 
say, constitutes a major industry. 


So major is it that sporting goods houses have now equipped 
themselves with fishing pros, like the young man I met at the 
emporium of Cliff McGaughey and Tom Reeder at 52 Broad 
Street. The moment I met Tommy Shaw I knew that something 
special is demanded in the fishing pro. He must be a quiet 
man, speak in subdued tones, have the patience of Job, an un- 
derstanding wife and be able to tie his own flies, a term I 
picked up by chance waiting for a bus one day. 

“Glad to know yuh,” Tommy whispered, as if expecting the 
nibble of a trout. Without knowing that when I last wet a line I 
was 12 years old; and that my catch for the day was two muddy 
water carp, Thomas sized me up as a real rookie. I talked too loud. 

Fishermen, it seems, never know how they became addicted, as 
in the case of Tommy.“I was too little to remember the first time

The fisherman can’t think of 
anything that hasn’t been manufactured to help him outsmart 
a brainless critter equipped to do nothing but swim around 
under water. 


Roughly speaking, a fisherman outfitted from head to foot. and 
from tackle to flies will be worth between $300 to $500 on the hoof.

Goodloe Bows 
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To Stranahan

ST. ANDREWS, Scotland_-(UP)__Little Bill Goodloe, of 
Valdosta, Ga., bowed out of the British Amateur Gold cham- 
pionship yesterday with a magnificent sportsmanlike ges- 
ture that earned him the undying respect of every golfer in 
this hardy land where the game originated centuries ago. 


Even before his chubby legs,| 


clad in bright, emerald green 
slacks, disappeared out of sight 
along the road to his hotel, ais- 
cussions were raging inside and 
outside the Royal and Ancient 
grey stone clubhouse about 
whether Goodloe was right in con-, 
ceding the vital seventeenth hole 
in his setback at the hands of 
Frank Stranahan, who won | up 

The situation leading up to the 
incident, apparently unprecedent- 
ed in the history of the tourna- 
ment, were these: 

Goodloe, wearing a viwwlent 
checked tartan-like cap and blue 
~ stripe trousers, walloped the 

cottish University champion, Dr. 
F. W. G. Deighton, 4-3, in the 
morning round and entered the 
last 16 survivors of the record 
field of 310 starters, 

Quickly changing to his Bal- 
moral bonnet and the bright green 
slacks, he took the tee against 
Stranahan, muscular Toledo, Ohio, 
millionaire’s son. 

Goodloe denied it—after the 
event—but he was worried about 
playing Stranahan. He went 
around around shaking his head 
dolefully and told more than one 
person, “I’m sure going to have a 
lot of trouble this afternoon.” 
Some people even thought he was 
talking himseif into a mental haz- 
ard, and the way he started made 
it seem even more that way. In an 
orgy of weird putts, fluffed drives 
and tours in and out of bunkers 
and impediments bearing pictur- 
esque ‘names like “‘Thé Principal's 
Nose,” The Valley of- Sin,” “The 
'Lion’s Mouth” and “The Coffins,” 
ihe and Stranahan strung together 
‘almost the worst golf of the tour- 
nament. 

They see-sawed to the sixteenth 
where Goodloe drove into a bunk- 
er called “Deacon Sime” and bilast- 
ed out into another called “The 
Wig.” He raised his eyes heaven- 
ward while the gallery of 3,000— 
practically everyone on the course 
—laughed. Goodloe picked up his 
ball in surrender. 

Now came the seventeenth 466- 
yard par five called “The Road 
Hole” because the green is just a 
‘few feet from a stone fence along 
a public road. 

Both drove down the middle and 
Goodloe, flubbing his second wood 
belted the ball past the green and 


Stranahan, meanwhile, put his sec 
ond shot a few feet from the pin. 
There was only the slimmest 


chance that Goodloe could play 
out at all, but the shot has been 
played. Cyril. Tolley ance car 
omed a ball off the fence back 
onto the green and there is a trick 
shot using a reversed number 
eight iron that sometimes works. 
Goodloe decided on the latter and 
asked his caddie, Agnew Walker, 
for a blaster. But in handing the 
blaster over, Walker reached too 
far forward and the club hit the 
ground. Goodloe immediately bent 
down and picked up the ball. “My 
club’s been grounded,” he told the 
astonished Stranahan and per- 
vlexed gallery, “so it’s your hole.” 

That put Stranahan dormie one 
and he plaved it safe on the 18th 
for a half, winning the match 
when Goodloe’s 15-foot putt was 


short 

Afterwards someone asked 
Goodloe why he had declared the 
penalty when grounding had ob- 
viously not helped the lie of his 
ball hor had it been seen by anys 
one except he and his caddie. 

“Mister,” the little man said, 
“that’s the rule and there's no use 
playing if you ain't going to play 
according to the rules.” 

“Why didn’t you call a steward 
for this decision?” he was asked, 
“I didn’t need to,” Billy said. “I 
know the rules.” 

But Bernard Darwin chairman 
of the Golf Rules Committee, was 
given full details of the incident, 
and, in his informal opinion, there 
was no penalty.

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_A Few Questions ‘for Jesse Walton 


We have a few questions to ask Jesse 
Walton. 

Yesterday we published in the Pulse of 
the Public a letter signed by Jesse Walton, 
head of the local transit union, and by. 
John M. Elliott, a Vice President of the 
international union. 

After the usual name-calling, charac- 
teristic of those who must resort to vitu- 
peration to support their cause, the letter 

ed to deny emphatically that O. 

avid Zimring, of the Labor Bureau of the 

Midwest, has had any part in the negotia- 

tions between the transit workers and the 
Georgia Power Company. 

‘The letter said Elliott was “requested 
.. . to assist this local union and Elliott 
is not under any orders or instructions of 
Mr. Zimring ... neither has he advised 
with Mr. Zimring concerning this strike.” 

The Constitution repeatedly has con- 
tended, and still contends, that Zimring 
and his Labor Bureau of the Midwest have 
played an all-important part in developing 
the strategy for the negotiations. Jesse 
Walton and John M. Elliott are, and have 
been, following Zimring’s instructions. 

Why has not Jesse Walton had the hon- 
esty to tell his local union members that 
contract negotiations are following the 
course directed from afar by Zimring and 
the Bureau? 

We have been in touch with certain 
sources in Chicago and other places. 

Is it not true, Jesse Walton, that you 
arranged a. conference on pensions in At- 
Janta which Zimring was to attend and 
when he could not come an actuary from 
Chicago came instead? And is it not a fact 
that you and Elliott discussed the details 
of the Atlanta pension proposals with 
Zimring? And did you not receive advice 
from him concerning .pensions? 

Isn’t it a fact, Jesse, that O. David 
Zimring supports the premise that ability 
to pay has nothing to do with the amount 
of wages operators should receive? Doesn’t 
he advocate public ownership of transit 
lines? Here is a statement by Zimring in 
the Cleveland transit arbitration hearings 
in 1946: “I cannot proceed,” said Zimring, 
“on the assumption that here is a fixed 
income—and that’s all that can be paid.” 
Isn’t that exactly the situation that exists 
- with the transit company in Atlanta, Jesse? 
And aren’t you and Elliott getting just 
that sort of advice from Zimring now? 

Zimring is general counsel for the 
Amalgamated Association of Street Elec- 
tric Railway and Motor Coach Employees 
of America, which is the tongue-tying 
name of the international union with 
which Walton’s local union is affiliated. 
Zimring founded, and is, the Labor Bureau 
of the Midwest. 

Is that not true, Jesse Walton? 

Perhaps this will refresh your memory: 
In the Birmingham transit dispute of 1949, 
O. David Zimring, who with Bernard 
Cushman represented the union, testified 
(volume 1, page 17 of the official tran- 
script) as follows: 

“ ... The Labor Bureau of the Mid- 
west ... is a style name for a group of 
people who attempt to assist in arbitration 


and collective bargaining problems... . 
I am general counsel for the Amalgamated 
Association, and we are in various cases 
. . ——assisting locals in research work 
of Amalgamated in the arbitration prob- 
lems and collective bargaining problems. 
The group that is employed by myself 


there in connection with the economic, — 


research and labor statistics research in- 
volved in the preparation of these cases 
and they are employed under the style 
name of the Labor Bureau of the Mid- 
west... .” 

Does that make it clear enough, Jesse, 
that Zimring is and has been directly con- 
cerned in cases here and elsewhere? 

We have a few more questions, Jesse. 

Is it not true, Jesse, that Zimring is 
considered the ace arbitrator for the Union 
and that the Union always insists upon 
getting him as its representative on arbi- 
tration boards where possible? And is it 
not further true, Jesse, that if Zimring 
himself is unavailable one of his associates 
in the Labor Bureau of the Midwest is 
called upon? 

We have checked back through our 
files, too, Jesse. We find that Eli L. Oliver, 
of the Labor Bureau of the Midwest, arbi- 
trated for the Union in the Atlanta dis- 
pute of 1947. Do you deny that, Jesse? 
And do you remember, Jesse, that last 
year, in 1949, Bernard Cushman, also of 
the Labor Bureau of the Midwest, assisted 
your Union in the contract negotiations? 
And don’t you remember, Cushman went 
directly to Birmingham, where he helped 
Zimring represent the Union in the dis- 
pute there? And have you forgot the help 
you got in 1946 and other vears from Fred- 
erick Myers, who at the time was—but no 
longer is—connected with the Labor Bu- 
reau of the Midwest? 

And is it not true, Jesse, that if the 
dispute should go to arbitration and you 
should be unable to get Zimring, always 
your first choice, or Cushman or Oliver to 
represent you on the board—is it not true 
that you would call for Lester Plotkin or 
some other member of the Labor Bureau 
of the Midwest? 

Why do you go to such lengths, Jesse, 
to deny any connection with Zimring and 
his Labor Bureau of the Midwest when 
the facts are written in records across the 
country and known to every labor editor 
worth his hire? Are you afraid, Jesse, you 
would lose the faith of your own members 
if they should find out you merely follow 
the pattern established by a far-away 
strategist? 

And how about the people of Fulton 
County, Jesse, whom you are supposed to 
represent in the State Legislature—are 
you afraid they, too, might become disil- 
lusioned when they find you are merely 
the cog, the local front man, in a grand 
design and that on every question involv- 
ing more than new stationery you run to 
Zimring and the Labor Bureau of the Mid- 
west for advice? And, honestly, don’t you 
think the people of Atlanta and Fulton 
County deserve better? 

Finally, Jesse, are you right sure now 
it was we who lied? P

Who Killed 
The FEPC Bill? 


WASHINGTON—Democrats are blaming Re- 
publicans and Republicans are blaming Demo- 
crats for the failure of administration efforts to 
impose a limitation of debate on the motion to 

bring up the controversial FEPC bill in the Senate. The word 
battle over who killed Cock Robin promises to be extended in- 
definitely. 

On one side of the argument, the immediate side, the weight 
of evidence clearly upholds the Republican claim, but it is possible 
to find support for the Democratic contention in another phase 
of the dispute. For the most part, it seems a matter of six of one 
and a half-dozen of the other. Following are the facts, as nearly 
*‘as they can be stated impartially: 

The vote to choke off debate on the motion to bring up the bill 
fell 12 short of the necessary two-thirds majority of the Senate. 
Republicans gleefully point out that more than 75 percent of their 
members voted to invoke cloture, whereas less than 40 percent of 
the Democrats went along with them. From the standpoint of 
simple arithmetic, therefore, it is obvious that the Democrats were 
more responsible than the GOP for killing FEPC. Had the Demo- 
crats voted in the same ratio as the Republicans cloture would 
have been adopted and the bill would have been formally laid 
before the Senate for final action. 


New Rule the onus of the blame on Republicans, insists that 
the crux of the issue lies in the new rule adopted by the Senate 
last year which requires a two-thirds majority of the entire mem- 
bership, or 64, to invoke cloture. That rule was put through by a 
coalition of Republicans and Southern Democrats. 


Before its adoption Vice President Barkley, as the presiding 
officer of the Senate, had ruled that a filibuster could be stopped 
at ahy time by two-thirds of those present voting “aye.” Sen. 
Lucas pointed out that there is quite a bit of difference between 
the Barkley edict and the new rule, the effect of which is to give 
absentees as much weight as those present and voting. 

To illustrate what the Majority Leader means, suppose there 
were 66 Senators present on a vote to impose cloture—a better- 
than-average attendance on most votes. Under the old Barkley 
ruling proponents of cloture would have to poll only 44 votes to 
put over limitation of debate. Under the new rule substituted at 
the last session the cloture advocates would have to have 64 votes. 
Or to put the proposition in reverse, the opponents of cloture 
woduld have to muster 23 votes under the old ruling, while they 
would’ need only three votes under the new rule to defeat the 


motion. 

At the time the new rule was adopted, supporters of civil rights 
legislation, which is unlikely to be passed without some means of 
defeating filibusters, charged that the Senate had dug a pit from 
which it never would be able to climb. Sen. Lucas himself has 
told the Senate that it could not “break this rule in a thousand 


years.” 

Sen. Kenneth S. Wherry, of Nebraska, the 
He Had Help Minority Leader, got credit for putting the 
new rule through, but he was aided and abetted by Sen. Richard 
B. Russell, of Georgia, floor leader of the Southern forces in the 
fight against civil rights measures. It may be assumed as a matter 
of course that Russell and the other Southern Senators would not 
have gone along with Wherry on the proposal if they had uot been 
convinced it would work to their advantage in future situations of 
the kind. 

Hence, from that angle, Majority Leader Lucas is justified 
in saying that the basic responsibility in the premises rests upon 
the Republicans. For without GOP aid Southern Democrats 
would never have been able to put over the rule on their own. 

But as a further point on the Republican side, Sen. Wherry 
was quick to remind that, with or without the new rule, the test 
vote last week on cloture would have been the same as results go. 
Proponents of limitation of debate did not have two-thirds of 
those voting. Also if the entire membership of the Senate. had 
been present the opponents of cloture would still have had enough 
votes to kill the matter, based upon the announced position of some 
of the absentees. : 

So it is only fair.to say the Democrats are more to blame for 
killing FEPC in the recent test vote, helped though the Southern 
contingent of the party was by a substantial block of Republican 
votes. In the long haul, however, the Republicans will bear the 


heavier responsibility.

Harry Works a Miracle 


WASHINGTON—To anyone who watched for many years and observed its 
relations with Presidents, it is somewhat of a miracle that President Truman 
won approval from Congress of 16 of the 21 plans thus far submitted for reor- 
ganization of the executive branch of the Government. That was the record when 
the 60-day deadline allowed for Congressional veto under the Reorganization Act 
expired the middle of this week. President Truman has submitted several other 

Segments of the comprehensive, over-all reorganization plan prepared under the commission headed 
by Herbert Hoover, the fate of which will not be known until the 60-day deadline runs out on 
them some weeks hence. But what has been done already is quite an achievement, both for effi- 


ciency in a government that necessarily has 
grown tremendously to meet the needs of our 
increasingly complex society and in the proc- 
@ss has sprawled in all directions, and ultimately, 
it is expected, in savings to the taxpayers through 
- Femoval of overlapping and duplication. 


President Truman's experience with his 
reorganization program has been in sharp 
contrast te that of his predecessor. When 
Franklin D. Roosevelt submitted a Govern- 
ment reorganization plan, it eame at the 
height of the emotional fever over his New 
Deal social and economic welfare program 

* when bitter prejudice was aroused. 


Foes of his social and economic program, 
looking for a target, seized upon the reorgani- 
vation program and accused him of seeking 
through it to become a “dictator.” 

President Truman's venture has been more 
successful for two reasons. 

One was his enlistment of Herbert Hoover, 
ex-President and Republican elder statesman, 
as the chief architect of government reorganiza- 
tion. That attracted Republican support from 
the outset. Chief responsibility became Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s and his own intimate knowledge of gov- 
ernment served to inspire confidence in the 
recommendations that came out of his commis- 
sion after thorough and exhaustive study. He 
won wide public support, including that of many 
influential newspapers. 

The difficulties encountered despite that in- 
dicate the troubled course always encountered

by government reorganization schemes. This 
is due partly to the fact that members of Con- 
gress have their own ideas about government 
departments and agencies and how they should 
function—many of them have their own “pets” 
among them—and to the fact that government 
departments and bureaus, themselves, naturally 
become active with their friends in Congress 
against any change which impinges on their 
prerogatives. 


A second reason why Mr. Truman has 
made considerable headway goes to his own 
philosophy of government operation which 
fits in with the view held generally in Con- 
gress. As President he has done much to 
restore Cabinet government, delegating re- 
sponsibility to his department and agency 
heads. 


He relies upon them to handle their own 
jurisdictions rather than gathering authority into 
his own hands which is the natural tendency 
of strong Presidents, such as his predecessor 
and a few others in our history who always pro- 
voked antagonism in Congress for that reason 
and stirred up jealousies in the legislative branch 
of government. 


One aim of the current reorganization pro- 
gram is to channel the line of command from 
the White House down through departments and 
agencies in a precise and well-defined way, 
which comports with Harry Truman’s idea of 
government management.

‘Reviewed, But Not Checked’ 


By a strange mass oversight, flagrant examples of irregularity and special 
privilege in the income tax returns of Jimmy Roosevelt have remained undis- 


closed until just now. 


These returns were published in August, 1938, in con- 


nection with articles which undertook to discredit a story by Alva Johnston in 


the Saturday Evening Post. 


Johnston exposed Jimmy’s exploitation of his fa- 


sates ther’s position to grab insurance business. He proved his point so well that Jimmy 
admitted that he traded on his father’s name and politi¢al position. Jimmy merely denied the ac- 
curacy of the income figures which Johnston arrived at by calculation. 


During the first New Deal President Roose- 
velt smeared a select list of political opponents 
with insinuations, false in most cases, though 
justified in a few, of income tax evasion by 
those persons. He personally exposed their tax 
returns to public view and expert scrutiny. 

Congressman Allen Treadway, of Massachu- 
setts, a Republican, insisted that the returns of 
members of Roosevelt's family be submitted for 
similar inspection. He said it was not sufficient 
just to throw the returns on a committee table 
for a few minutes and then whisk them back to 
the Treasury. He called on Henry Morgenthau, 
the Secretary of the Treasury and a Roosevelt 
house-pet, to assign an expert to examine these 
family returns in detail. His demand was ig- 


nored. 


The returns which Jimmy voluntarily 
disclosed for publication reveal glaring ir- 
regularities to expert eyes. In the first 
place, these were official papers which are 
supposed to be absolutely inviolate. These 
were originals out of the Treasury files. 


Jimmy’s returns for 1932, 1933 and 1935 are 
rubber-stamped “reviewed,”. but they ure also 
rubber-stamped “not investigated.” There is 
no indication whether t@e returns for 1934, 1936 
and 1937 were “investigated” or not. Apparent- 
ly they were not because there are no marks to 
suggest that an accurate accounting was de- 
manded. 

Jimmy's 1932 return reported $19,576.95, gross. 
For 1933 the gross was $21,714.31. For 1935 
it was $32,503.81. 

There are special reasons why, the returns 
should have been investigated. ' 

For example, in 1932, he claimed a deduction 
of $4,422.77 for “travel.” This is so far out of 

to the gross that an grdinary, un- 


day-book, showing dates and itineraries, amounts 
paid for accommodations and evidence that the 
travel ‘was done on business missions. No such 
schedules are produced here. 

The most outrageous violation of Treasury 
practice occurred in a sheet of paper, attached 


to the 1932 return, entitled “Schedule A.” Un- 
der this heading Jimmy listed “bad debts, 
$3,055." It is invariable Treasury practice, ex- 
cept for princes of privilege, to compel the tax- 
payer to prove that a deducted bad debt can’t be 
collected. The taxpayer must name the debtor 
and prove that he has exhausted every means 
of trying to collect the money. He must prove 
that there is no collusion between him and the 
debtor. Jimmy’s 1932 return does not present 
a single word of such proof. The bad debts in 
this year were .more than twice the tax that 
Jimmy actually paid. 


Another apparent irregularity which 
seems to have been decided in Jimmy's favor 
is found in the date of the return. lt was 
12 days late, but there is no evidence that 
Jimmy was called to time or made te pay 
any penalty. 


Again, in 1933, Jimmy’s deductible expenses 
were massive: He deducted “travel” and “tele- 
phone, postage and telegraph” to a total of $5,- 
982 out of a total income of $21,714, without 
submitting items, and again was “not investi- 
gated.” His “travel” was high still in 1934 ($3,- 
674.04) and in 1935 ($3,317.10) without item- 
ized accounts of the customary sort. In 1935, 
he listed “contributions” of $165, but the space 
in which the taxpayer is supposed to itemize 
such deductible gifts is left blank. [In this 
respect, however, he was not always guilty of 
oversight. In 1932, he listed in detail “American 
Legion, $3; YMCA, $5; Boston College, $5; Sal- 
vation Army, $2; Cambridge Tubercular and 
Health, $2; total, $17.” In 1933, he listed “Bos- 
ton Tuberculosis Society, $2; Harvard Infantile 
Paralysis, $5; Veterans of Foreign Wars, $20; 
total, $27.” 

Walter Davenport, who composed Jimmy's 
defense against the Johnston revelations, wrote 
that in 1935, a year when his return was “not 
investigated,” Jimmy had “something of an ar- 
gument” with Internal Revenue because he 
“negleeted to mention a trifling matter of $1,- 
089.56" in stock dividends. Such “neglect” might 
seem to cal] for very convincing explanation, but 


Jimmy and Mr. Davenport let it go at that.

We Need 


More Action 


Now that “Front Porch Farmer” is getting 
around over the country (some of them abroad) 
we hear objections to some of the grasses used 

—— — by us in our program. We are asked about kudzu 
and sericea lespedeza mostly but quite a few correspondents want 
to know why we don’t use Kentucky bluegrass or brome grass or 
orchard grass tead of Kentucky fescue. 

The alfalfa addicts wonder why this fine legume isn’t included 
in our program and the crimson clover enthusiasts assure us we 
are losing out by not including it. Lee Andrews, the manganese 
clover discoverer; says we don’t do right by his clover. 


. Well, first off, we use kudzu on our worst uplands, 
Big Four sericea on our next worst land, fescue grass be- 
cause it will stand the Winters and Winter grazing, and ladino 
because it is a good perennial, making more feed than the other 
white clovers. And because the four ferage crops working to- 
gether provide year-round grazing. But they are not the only crops. 

I would say that any combination of forage plants that suits 
you and will provide year-round grazing is a good program for 
YOU. Down in South Georgia where there is less frost than in 
our area there is less need of Winter forage and more need of 
Summer forage. Maybe you don't need fescue at all. Maybe the 
coastal Bermuda grass with some annual Winter legume will give 
you the year-round weatherproofed grazing. If your land is 
level perhaps you don’t need kudzu at all. Kudzu is first of all a 
holder of steeply sloping lands. It is champion in this field. 

We try to interest the farmer in the fact that year-round graz- 
ing is practicable where the snow and sleet do not cover up the 
land, that pasture feeding is the cheapest feeding, that it can be 
a complete feed, that we have put to use a number of perennial 
forage plants that meet our situation, and that if it can be done 
on our farm, it can be done most anywhere, so far as quality of 


land is concerned. 
I ) We are all learning more about year-round graz- 
ing. Various farmers are making use of various 
plants. Some are using nothing but legumes, one legume follow- 
ing another legume. Where this is done there is no outlay for 
purchased nitrogen. Others are following Winter legumes with 
Summer grasses and vice versa. This increases the amounts 
of feed. 

And while we are splitting hairs over the values of this or that 
favorite, let us remember that until we put the seed in the ground 
it is only a theory, a hypothesis. Not one-tenth of one percent 
of the farmers of the world have actual year-round grazing. 

What is needed is more action by more farmers.

It was, as everybody said, a regular 
meeting of the gem section of the Georgia 
Mineral Society and if the goings-on looked 
a little zany that’s because gemologists are 
happily zany people—at times. Seme of the 
time they are staid and very proper engi- 
neers, lawyers, teachers, department store 
workers, jewelers, secretaries, doctors, den- 
tists and houswives. 


Then they take out after gem stones and they 
are a different breed, distinguishable from their 
fellowman by two appendages from which they 
cannot be separated—a tiny flashlight and a sort 
of magnifying glass known as a “lupe.” 

Practically any weekend, rain or shine, coveys 
of ther& brave snake bite and poison ivy for a 
field trip, usually to an abandoned emerald mine 
in North Carolina or some remote section of 
Georgia where gem stones are said to abound. 

There are probably 50 intense gemologists in 
Atlanta, a loosely: knit group whose unofficial 
leader is E. E. Joachim, a lawyer by day and a 
gem cutter and Georgia Tech instructor by night. 
A dozen of these are serious students of the 
gem stone who attended Mr. Joachim’s Friday 
night lectures for credit and scientific informa- 
tion. The others assemble informally once a 
month to prat happily about such subjects as 
“the refractory index” of one stone or another 
and to squabble good naturedly over the best 
place to prospect for native rubies and emeralds. 

The gemologist is no snob about stones. He 
is, as one member put it, endlessly fascinated 
by “this earth we walk on” and if there is a 
trace of condescension in him, it is toward the 
trite, the overrated, the flavorless. Few At- 
lanta gemologists, with the possible exception 
of the jewelers, get excited about diamonds. 

“To me diamonds are dull as ditchwater,” 
observed a woman member. But when a news- 
paper society column recounted that a bride in 
a recent wedding wore a peridot, every mem- 
ber of Mr. Joachim’s class at Tech showed up 
with a clipping. : 

The peridot is a peagreen stone which is 
found only on St. John’s Island in the Red Sea. 
The island was in ancient days known as “To- 
pazo,” Greek sailors’ word for “dimly seen,” and 
for many years, explained Atty. Joachim, the 
peridot was mistakenly called topaz. 

“Now there is a stone with some person- 
ality,” pronounced Mrs. Nelson Severinghaus

with satisfaction. “Did Mr. Joachim tell you it 
was one of the stones in the breastplate of the 
tribe of Aaron?” 

For the exact description of the breastplate 
gemologists refer you to the twenty-eighth chap- 
ter of Exodus. Biblical history contributes much 
to their study of gem stones and many of them 
believe that Ceylon, a place where all gem stones 
have been found in quality and quantity, was 
really the Garden of Eden. 


Members of the class were led there by 
various interests, usually a curiosity about 
minerals. Mrs. Jasper Donaldson, an execu- 
tive at the Coca-Cola Company and wife of 
the ball club official, was attracted by a love 
of pretty stones and remained to specialise 
in opals. Nelson Severinghaus is a mining 
engineer, Mrs. Severinghaus a hobbyist 
whose interest in gem stones sent her te 
Tech to study, creating something of a rec- 
ord for a family—father, two sons, Nelson, 
Jr.. and Tommy, and mother ALL Ram- 
bling Wrecks. 


E. L. Leach, of Hapeville, became a gem 
stone man through his interest in Indian lore. 
He collected Indian relics and when he first 
started finding chert arrowheads in South Geor- 
gia he had to know where they came from. 
By the time he had traced the chert to Carters- 
ville he found himself in the gem section of the 
Georgia Mineral Society, a confirmed gem col- 
lector. 

There is a junior section of the group for 
youngsters, and one mother followed her teen- 
age daughter into the organization. 

“When she was little I used to sweep her 
rocks into the garbage,” the mother admitted 
guiltily. “How was I to know those hunks of 
coal were jet?”

The hour was 10 or a little after, and it used to be as punctual 
as the clock. A car would honk out in front of one door and a 
freshly dressed girl would hurry out. The car would 20m to 
another door until it was filled with clamoring females. 


The driver would take the accustomed route, heading 
her little clique slowly downtown, past the fountain in the 
of the street, over the hill, and out inte the “suburbs” 

the traffic was light, and the new commercial build- 


ings were beginning to burgeon. 


They would talk about their babies, discussing everything from 
personality traits to the latest prescription for the bottle feeding, 
their maids and their respective qualities, plan shopping trips to 
Atlanta or Macon, or criticize the latest concert at Fort Valley. 
The car would finally head for the nearest drug store. Curb serv- 
ice was taken for granted. The boy who brought the Coke might 
also be wheedled into stepping into the grocery for a pound of 
butter or a dozen oranges. If he were a likely lad he might even 
take a pair of shoes in to be resoled. As far as I can remember, 
there were no tips for these services. It was simply a neighbor 
boy doling a favor for a friend. 

The girls here say gas rationing during the war broke into this 
little daily ritual and only when old Montezumans came home did 
they wheel out the family car for an adventure down Dooly Street. 
They protest now that the practice has never really been revital- 
ized since then, what with fewer and fewer domestic aides at home 
a — kitchens getting “dinner,” and everyone being generally 

usier. 

I’m glad it hasn't disappeared completely. It is the only way in 
the world I know to complete a homecoming to Montezuma.

New Method 
For Crusty 


French Fries 


Crusty-brown French fried po- 
tatoes can add a touch of glam- 
our to everyday or company 
meals. But all too often they are 
limp and lukewarm by the time 
they are ready to serve. 

What to do? Try a new cook- 
ing method which gets French 
fries to the table golden-brown 
and piping hot. It’s a simple 
little trick, accomplished by fry- 
ing the potatoes twice. The first 
time they are partially cooked, 
and this can be done an hour or 
two before mealtime. Then just 
before serving, the partially 
cooked potatoes are returned to 
the frying kettle for about two 
minutes. By reducing the last- 
minute preparation time, the po- 
tatoes go from the frying kettle 
to the table—crisp and hot. 

Since the success of French 
frying depends upon heating the 
fat to exactly the right tempera- 
ture, a deep fat frying thermom- 
eter is essential. Here are the 
easy directions for cooking pota- 
toes the “twice-fried” way: 


“TWICE-FRIED” POTATOES 


Pare the potatoes and cut 
lengthwise into thin strips. (A\l- 
low one medium-sized potato for 
each person to be served.) Soak 
the strips in cold, lightly salted 
water and dry carefully between 
towels. Heat deep fat to 360 de- 
grees. Place a layer of potatoes 
in the frying basket and lower 
into the hot fat. Cook until deli- 
cately browned, about five min- 
utes. Drain on absorbent paper 
toweling. Repeat this process 
until all the potatoes are cooked. 

Just before serving, reheat the 
fat to 390 degrees. Fry the pota- 
toes, a layer at a time, for about 
two minutes or until they are 
crisp and brown Drain on ab-
